Such a 
defence had some “validity in connection 
with the Jutland battle, fought at tho 
other side of the North Sea. Surely, how- 
ever, in an action fought closer to our own 
shores than the enemy s, the Admiralty 
ought to have received at least as early and 
as accurate information as the German Ad- 
miralty, The result of its blundering has 
been to depreciate the value of its reports 
in the eyes not only of the British public, 
but of the world at large. 

The incident itself, as Mr. Balfour said,

From an enemy whose 
merchant fleet is swept clean off the seas 
it can take no prizes; against an enemy 
whose Warships make the rarest and most 
transient appearancés upon the high seas 
it can win no victories. The First Lord 
has no occasion to deny with heat that the 
Navy is engaged in a purely passive rile. 
Everybody knows that it loses no oppor- 
tunity of inflicting loss and damage on the 
enemy, and that the most enduring and 
the most damaging of all its operations— 
the blockade—involves perpetual vigilance, 
the endurance of all kinds of hardships, 
unceasing action day and night in fair and 
foul weather. It is precisely because it 
has the welfare of the Navy so much at 
heart, and because the work is carried on 
in such complete secrecy, that the public 
is concerned about the quality of the 
Supreme direction of naval affairs on 
shore. It trusts the Navy absolutely ; it 
believes that it can trust the Admiralty 
no less absolutely. The measure of its 
faith is- the measure of its surprise and 
disquietude wher it encounters symptoms 
of muddle and inefficiency, such as the 
reports on the English Channel raid, 
which it does not expect from men of the 
calibre of the members of the present 
Board. 


The Dublin Police, 


Tre debate in Committee yesterday on 
the Irish Police Bill has cleared the air 
so far as the trouble among the Dublin 
Metropolitan’ Police is concerned. We 
may hope now that, if the Force is 
governed by its normal intelligence and 
restraint, the matter will soon cease to 
be anything worse than an ugly memory. 
The question.of the recent breaches of 
discipline was raised on Major Newman's 
amendment. Mr. Duke spoke clearly 
and firmly, and his attitude will commend 
Atself to all moderate Irishmen. He re- 
fuses to be “rushed” either by the 
Nationalist Party or by the advocates of 
hasty and indiscriminate punishment. 
He is unwilling to believe that any large 
bedy of the Dublin Metropolitan Police 
has joined the Ancient Order of Hiber- 
nians, and so has committed the “crime” 
of deliberate breach of a solemn oath. He 
admits, we gather, that acts of insubordi-

An arts and crafts exhibition is being 
held in-the Royal Academy's premises ; 
various distinguished people have made 
speeches there, and a few letters have 
appeared in the newspapers. Some of 
these speeches and lette#s have raised quite 
|} intriguing points, but nobody is in the 
mood for really vigorous discussion of 
them. “Arts and crafts,’ too, has a 
Victorian sound, and the Victorian period 
seems very far away. No need exists 
to-day for the “shaking up” that Ruskin 
and Morris gave to their generation. 
People are keenly alive to the call of art. 
Among those who are able to gratify their 
artistic tastes the ‘standard of taste 
is high. Good brains are at work 
on domestic architecture and decoration. 
There is not much need of preaching 
to “the classes,” and even with the 
masses the state of affairs is not worse 
than we must expect. Most people have 
to take houses as they find them, but the 
desire to live in a pretty house will often 
lead them to pay a higher rent than 
they intended. Quite humble occnu- 
piers furnish their houses in the most 
artistic style that they can afford. That 
brings us to the point which has been 
made by the new arts and crafts 
preachers. Why should art be a matter 
of means? Why cannot cheap things be 
artistic? It is possible to believe that 
the matter is solving itself gradually. The 
constant exercise of artistic taste in the 
selection of houses, of decoration, and of 
furniture on the part of an ever-expanding 
number of people is bound to have its 
effect. Since pretty houses are let more 
easily than ugly houses, property-owners 
will be more and thore careful to build 
houses—even small houses—that are 
attractive. One of the “arts and crafts” 
speakers said that it is useless to expect 
happy homes so long as people have 
hideous and insincere things to keep clean. 
Is it too optimistic to ‘hold that the 
tendency of pegple of almost every grado 
is to emancipate themselves from “ hideous 
and insincere” surroundings? Certainly, 
that tendency is more obvious to-day than 
it ‘was even a few years ago. 


NATIONALIST PARTY 
MEETING. 


MANY SUBJECTS DISCUSSED. 


An adjourned meeting of the Irish Parlia- 
mentary Party was held in the House of 
Commons yesterday, Mr. John Redmond pre 
siding over an attendance of fifty-six members. 
The party resumed the consideration of various 
matters which came before them at tKeir meet- 
ing on Tuesday, atid reached decisions. 

Mr. Dillon's question to the Government re- 
garding the release of untried prisoners and 
the alteration in status—they being now treated 
as convicts—is to be asked in the House of 
Commons on Tuesday next, and, unless a satis- 
factory answer is then given, Mr. Dillon will 

for an early day to debate his motion, 
in accordance with the promise given by the 
Prime Minister last week. 

In accordance with representations made by 
the party on the question of coal prices, it was 
considered that she Government, through the 
Local Government Board, ghould endeavour, in 
co-operation with local authorities, to secure 
supplies for the poor at prices within their 
reach, and that the necessary steps for pre- 
venting shortage must be undertaken by the 
Board of Trade. A Committee of the party 
was appointed to take charge of this matter. 

It was determined strongly to oppose the 
“elaborate, costly, and dilatory’ system of 
inquiry and examination into the circumstances 
of each old age pensioner, suggested by the 
Government, before any increased pension is 


scaled according to the means, and, as the rise 
in the cost of living is general, the increased 
pension to meet that rise ought, in the opinion 
of the party, to apply generally. 

In view of what the party regard as the 
unsatisfactory way in which the war bonus to 
Irish teachers has been dealt with by the 
Treasury, the Government is to be pressed to 
coneede the demands of the teachers, and 
especially in regard to (1) more adequate pro- 
vision for lower grade teachers; (2) putting 
women teachers on the same scale as others: 
and (3) applying the operation of the war 
bonus to pensioners and workhouse teachers.

tent! In France a billet varies from the warm, 
straw-littered barn in the grounds of a chategu 
well behind the lines, to the sis: brick-strewn 
cellar of what has once been a house (remark- 
able for the presence of rats and the absence 
of drains), where an unkind “crump' may 
evict you and your belongings without any 
notice at all. This kind is the most common. 
When I first went to France I took with me a 
valise bulging with unnecessary kit and a braia 
similarly stored, but, when I took my platoon 
into biliets for the first time, I did so with the 
consciousness that here, at any rate, I knew 
what to do. I called my sergeant, a leather- 
skinned old Irishman, grey with experience, and 
explained to him thet the billets must in-. 
spectéed, sanitation arranged for, duties appor- 
tioned, and all the hundred-and-one things done 
that I had learned were necessary before the 
platoon could move in. It was easy to forget, 
in my zeal, that the men were probably tired 
and thirsty, and would like to get the weight 
of the pack off their aching shoulders. After- 
wards { weshemnbared that hullets are best in- 
spected by daylight; that there are such people 
as sanitary men, that the C.8.M. knows his job,. 
and that all men want for the night is some tea 
to drink and some straw; if it can be got, to le 


on. 
BOMBING AND BILLETTING. 

Later on I became bombing officer (every 
officer at the front becomes bombing dfficer 
sooner or later. lt is a job in which vacancies 
occur at frequent intervals). Shortly after- 
wards jt suddenly occurred to the adjatant 
that bombing and billeting were in some way 
connected, so I added billeting to my other 
activities. lf the billets are being taken over 
from another unit the way of the billeting 
officer is smooth. Practically all he has to do 
is to sign a receipt for them, declare that they 
are in a clean and sanitary condition (which is 
a matter for his conscience), and wait for the 
battalion to arrive. It is quite another thing 
when the battalion is moving to new ground. 
The billeting officer, usually accompanied by one 
responsible non-commissioned officer trom each 
company, “ proceeds” (the only method of pro- 
gression known to the Army) to his destination, 
a few hours in advance of the battalion. Tho 
means of vonveyance are left to him. If it 
is his lucky day, he will be able to obtain 
bicycles for the whole of his party. More often 
than not he will have to walk, or take 
the chanee of a lift on the road. 
Arrived at the village, the first job is to find a 
brigade interpreter. This gentleman is not al- 
ways availabie, however, but the Mayor gene- 
rally is. Courteous and obliging, and knowing 
his little ome well, the Mayor is a very 
great help to a billeting officer. Troops have 

robably been billeted in the village before, and 
im can walk round with you and show you how 
they were distributed. A little knowiedge of 
French, however, is a great advantage, an 
the billeting officer will get on well enough if he 
can string together a simple sentence, and if he 
knows the French equivalent for such words as 
“cooker ’’ (cuisine rovlante), straw, barn, 
officers’ mess, orderlies, etc. A favourite open- 
ing is this (varying eccording to the age, sex, 
and appearance of the householder): “* Madame, 
est-ce que vous avez de place pour des soldats, 

our un nuit seulement.” Or this, more 
Se lig, lag “ Madame, combien des soldats 
logez-vous habituellement? sy C'est ca! 
Bon! Peux-je voir? Bon!"” “ Bon!” I found 
was a very useful word. It could be made to 
ex various shades of meaning, without un- 
duly straining one’s vocabulary. e routine is 
always the same. At each — you ask the 
question: ' How many men have you room for 
here? Twenty? Good! Can I see the place?’’ 
“ Certainement, Monsieur.“’. “Chalk up two 
sections of A pat ary te the door, sergeant.” 
“ Very good, sir.” '' jour, madame.” ‘And 
so to the next house. Each pany is bil- 
leted, of course, as far as possible in the same 
street or* area. For each company you must 
find an officers’ mess, & small store, a place for 
its cooker, and, if possible, a snug corner for 
the C.8.M., C.Q0.5.M., and as many non-com- 
missioned officers as you can find room for. 
Headquarters varies with different units. There 
may be machine gunners and a band to pro- 
vide for, and there are usually a filumber of 
specialists who do not owe allegiance to any 
company. 


BILLETING OFFICER’S LABOURS. 

There will an orderly room, wmedi- 
cal inspection room, guard room, stores, and an 
officers’ mess to find. But when he has found 
these, the billeting officer’s labours are by no 
means over. There are still billets for officers 
to be allotted, and a suitable park for the 
transport to be discovered. The latter is usually 
ready-made. He will probably be abls to find 
beds for the senior officers. The others will 
have to be content with a: mattress on the 
floor. There his labours end, and he will have 
the satistaction of knowing that, however hard 
he tries, he will not be able to please every- 
body. So when the battalion argives, the wise 
man, taking thought for )iimself, will unselfishly 
act ay guide for the transport. They usually 
live some little distance away from the rest of 
the battalion; and, by the time he comes back, 
everyone will have had time to count ten. 
From the foregoing the duties of the billeting 
officer will appear to, be exceedingly simple, 
and, indeed, t - are not hard. But, in justice 
to the civilian French populace, one ought to 
say that these duties would be full of difficulty 
and complications, an unending series of pit- 
falls and vexations, in many countries. They 
would be insufferably difficult, for example, in 
Germany, and far from easy in England. In 
France two things make them easy, and the 
chief of these one puts first: The fundamental. 
kindliness, the true courtesy, the inimitable 
tact, the gracious hospitality, and the profound 
sense of patriotism which dominates every 
thought and action of the French people 
to-day. The other factor is the decency and 
he behaviour of the men of Britain's New 

rmy, which really is a credit to them and to 
their country. But the tactful, self-effacing 
kindness, the fragrantly essential patriotism 
which makes absolutely all things possible— 
nay, easy and natural—to every grade of French 
man and woman, so that it be “ for Pie 
who shall pay an adequate tribute to these most 
lovable and admirable qualities?

of tatoes from Ireland. Alderman Lynch, 
local delegate of the Transport Union, said he 
did not want to preach strife, but if it becaine 
necessary for them to save themselves 
would take such steps as would prevent the 
children of the poor from starving. They must 
take the bull by the horns, and they knew how 
to do it. Mr. P, Fahey, representing the loca! 
railwaymen, said that if the Government di 
not stop the exportation of potatoes they would 
stop the wheels and the dock labourers the 
ships. The Mayor, Mr. J. A. Cooper, Alderman 
Foley, and several others addr the meeting, 
and-a resolution calling upon: the farmer: w 
stop exporting potatoes was passed. 

At the Enniscorthy Board of Guardians yes- 
terday, a resolution was passed, on the proposi- 
tion of Mr. L. Harta, seconded by the Chairman 
(Mr. Thomas Hayes), calling on the Department 
of Agriculture to prohibit the export of potatoes 
from Ireland owing to the partiai failure of the 
crop. The county M.P.’s were asked to appeal 
to the Government in the matter. 

At the Ballinrobe, Claremorris, and Swinford 
markets this week potatoes, ofgwhich there wers 
but small supplies, were sold at prices ranging 
from 7s. 6d. to 8s. 6d. per cwt., or more than 
100 per cent. over prices at the corresponding 
period last year. 

PRICES AT BELFAST. 

Our Belfast correspondént writes >—The prin- 
cipal item of interest in the Belfast markets 
yesterday was the price of potatoes. It was 
difficult to obtain a satisfactory indication of 
prices and conditions owing to the very un- 
settled state of the market. The threat of 
Government intervention caused farmers in 
some places to rush in their supplies, and this 
brought prices for a time down to £8 per ton, or 
ls. per stone retail. Thefe was, however, an 
upward tendency in some quarters, and at the 
close prices remained at their former level— 
Skerries ls. 8d. per stone and Whites ls. 6:. 
to ls. 8d. per stone retail. The present weather 
is against potato-digging, and in some districts 
the land is actually under water. The request 
of the Board of Agriculture for Governmen: 
intervention to prevent the export of potatoes 
in Ireland may further tend to reduce pric: 
The potato crop in County Down is a good 
average one, while in County Antrim it is nearly 
equal to the azerage. The Scotch crop is re- 
garded as a failure, while the English crop is 
not satisfactory.

Mr. BYRNE moved an amendment to 
effect that the pay of the married men in the 
Dublin Metropolitan Police, not higher than the 
rank of sergeant, should be increased » Ae ia 
week.

RETIRING ALLOWANCE. 


Mr. HAZLETON moved an amendment to 
Clause 2, which deals with the alteration of 
enactments relating to pensions and allowances 
and guarantees. Unter the Act of 1833 provi- 
sion was made for the ¢alculation of a pension 
oh the basie of the average amount of pay re- 
ceived by a constable in thé course of the three 
years next before the date of his death, or re- 
tirement, instead of on the basis of his annual 
actual pay at that date. The bill proposed 
that tins should cease to have effect, except 
where a constable had been promoted to a 
higher rank within such three years, or where 
a constable, not being ineapable, retired before 


"a certain date. Mr. Hazleton now moved to 


leave out the latter exception. 

Mr. DUKE, opposing the amendment, said it 
was felt that it would be detrimental to the 
force if able-bodied offigers retired. 

The amendment was hegatived. 

Mr. MEEHAN moved to insert the words: 
“ For the purpose of calculating the amount of 
any pension which may be granted to any head 
or other constable of the Royal Irish Gonstabu- 
lary, or the Dublin Me itan Police, from 
the date of the pees this Act, “annual 
pay ' shall inelude £5 per annum for each 
married man or widower with a family.” He 
thought ft was @ reasonable amendment. 

Mr. BOYLE eaid that the existing condition 
was a meah evasion of responsibility to pay 
full pension for wage’ earned, 

Mr. DUKE said thet the seale of increases 
was e¢alounlated with regard to all differences, 
and there was no rea) ground for invidious com- 
parisons between officets and men in regard to 
these allowances. An officer in the Royal 
Irish Constabulary. entered under a ocer- 
tain scale of pay and allowances, 
ond a certain portion of the allowances was 
pensionable. That applied ‘to married and 
single officers. The position in regard to the 
renk and file was that they might get lodging 
allowance if married but this had never been 
pensionable, and to make it so would be to put 
the married policemen in a different position to 
the single policemen in the matter of pensions. 

Mr MEEHAN goid that there was a large 
principle involved, and he challenged a division. 

The House divided, and the amendment was 
defeated by 68 votes to 60 Votes.

I 
wish I co speak with confidence. As all the 
world knows, we and our French Allies did not 
go to Salonika as invaders and trespassers. We 
went there with the assent of the Greek Govern- 
ment, as the friends of both Serbia and Greece. 
We have not, we have never had, any quarrel— 
on the cont , we have a sincere and tra- 
ditional friendskip—with Greece. As one of the 
arantecing Powefs of her independence and 
reedom, we desire at one and the same time to 
prevent her from being enmeshed in the Ger- 
manic net, and to save her from the calamities 
of intestine strife. Whatever steps of an ap- 
atently drastic character the Allies have taken 
Lave been dictated solely by the necessity of 
ting Athens from becoming, or rather 
seó continuing to be, the focus and centre of 
German a and intrigue. I say quite 
frankly that we in hearty áon. gá with 
that great Greek patriot, M. Venezelos. (Lond 
cheers.) He has assured us, and we fully accept 
his assurance, that his efforts and his organi-

AIM OF THE ALLIES. 

The oné aim of the Allies, and particularily of 
those who, like ourselves, are guaranteeing 
Powers, is that we should be once more in the 
pesition in ‘which we stood when M. Venezelos 
was Prime Minister, and we first went to Salo- 
nika. It was Hellas who first among the 
nations of Europe lit the torch of liberty, and 
withstood the mrush of Eastern barbarism; 
and barbariem and tyranny are the secular 
enemies of What is best in humanity, whether 
they issue from the East or the West, whether 
they come naked and unabashed, or draped and 
disguised in the costume of culture. May 
Greece rekindle her lamp and show herself 
worthy of her immortal past. (Loud cheers.) 
Let me befere I conclude say a few words on 
the more general aspects of the situation. Do 
not let us be under any illusion about our 
enemies; they are great organisers and fine 
fighters in ube field of wir. They are also, Í 
will wot say skilful, but indefatigable workers 
in quite a different sphere—the sphere of pro- 

aganda—and in that sphere their activities are 
Girected to a double object—to divide the 
Allies and to capture neutral opinion for them 
selves. (Hear, hear.) 

A CHILDISH FICTION, 

To deal with the second point first, it is 
suggested in neutral countries that we, the 
Ailies, have a minister design after the war is 
over to combine against them and build up an 
impenetrable stone wall against their trade.

DUBLIN HOUSING. 

TO THE EDITOR OF THE 1RISH TIMES. 
Strx,—Surely the Dublin Corpération of 
eighty members will not confirm the decision of 
€( to raise a £400,000 loan at 5h per cent., in 
view of the fact that previous schemes carried 
out om loans at about half this rate, and build- 
ing done at half, or less, the present current 
prices, show a loss of £12,000 to £3,000 per 
annum? is there a business man in tie City of 
Dublin, a Corporator himself in his ndividual 
capacity, or an official of the Council who Would 
dream of investing his own money in such an 
undertaking, particularly when money and 
labour are so urgently required in maintaining 
the Empire? Councillor Ryan's suggestion 
of a loan or grant from the Government is, 
I fear, improbable. It might have been possible 
prior to the enormous expense and consequent 
compensation now falling on the Government 
and arising out of the recent rebellion. 

Corporation housing schemes will never be a 
financial success. Such schemes should be car- 
ried out on business lines by businesslike 
directors. Such undertakings have proved a 
suceess. Take the Iveagh Trusts, the Artisans’ 
Dwellings Co., the Association for the Housing 
of the Very Poor, and even in a small, but ve 
successful, way, the Alexandra College Guild, 
conducted by ladies. Housing by the Corpora. 
tion is not now as urgent as it was prior to 
the war—unemployment does not exist; over- 
crowding is not nearly as great. I have re- 
cently heard that a well-known Irish-American 
millionaire, who has spent vast sums on hous- 
ing his own workers, is deeply interested in 
housing ‘questions. Were a well-thought-out 
scheme for Dublin laid before him on business 
lines, controlled by a board of directors really 
interested in the work, and not meérely in vote- 
catching, it is both possible and probable that 
he would either contribute largely to the neces- 
sary funds, or, as an alternative, provide the 
reqhisite capital on very exceptional terms. 
To help thie and show the Corporation’s real {a- 
terest in tackling the question, it might be sug- 
gested that, if such a scheme were launched and 
money provided, the Corporation should grant, 
on certain conditions, concession® in taxes on 
euch buildines. By this means, in a practical 
‘way and without serions loss to the ratepayers, 
it could help in making the wunderteking a 
real success.
